JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—Gov. 
Hadley’s ideas of a home rule police 
system for St. Louis are embodied i1 
two bills introduced by Senator Krone 
‘of St. Louls today. 

The salient features’ of the 
are: 

1. The Board of Police Commis- 
fioners will continue to consist of 
five members. one to be appointed 
by the Governor ‘and four by the 
‘Mayor. 

2 Not more than two of the 

* Mayor's appointees shall belong to 

“the same party... 

3. The Mayor has‘power to remove 
his appointees for official miscon- 
duct or neglect, while the Governor 
has: like power over all the commis- 
sloners, 

4. The President of the Board, at 
$5000 a yéar, shall devote his entire 
time, to the general supervision of 
the police force, acting, however, # 
an officer of the Board under its 
direction and subject to its power of 
removal, 

6. While the custodian of tts prop- 
erty, he is required to make police 
insp and must inquire into so- 
clal conditons to ascertain the 
causes of crime and the means of its 
prevention. 

6. Civil service is provided for, 
‘with competitive examinations, and 
promotion on merit and through 
senority of service; but while the 
Outlines are prescribed, it is left 
for the board to fill in the details. 

7. The board must so make its 
future appointments that not more 
than onme~half of the probationary 
patroimen, sergeants and turnkeys 

shalt belong to the same political 
party, but mo such restriction is’ 

imposed as to licutenants, captains 
and other high officers. 

8. All members of the force are 

rohibited from belonging to any 

/ elub or contributing to one, Neith- 
er shall the. police solicit or inter- 
fere at, election. 
The patrolmen are divived into three 
Classes, those of the first-year service 

* to receive $850, those of the second year 

: ‘$980, and those of the third year $1089. 

_. The whole police force is to be carried 
‘over in ite present personne) without re- 

_ &ppointments, so the new law makes no 
change in this respect.

LONG IF THIS BILL PASSES 


| House .Gets. 103 Measures in First 
Hour, Many Aimed to Reg- 
ulate Saloons. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—The 
House reached the introduction of bills 
this morning, and when the Speaker 
announced it, practically the whole of 
the Assembly was on its feet, each 
member shouting for recognition. Mitch- 
ell of Polk gained the distinction of 
getting in bill No. 1, which provided 
for prohibiting the sale of liquor to 
minors. 

When the rush was over 103 bills had 
been introduced. One prohibits office- 
holders from being interested in saloons, 
and another is aimed at ballplaying on 
Sunday. 

Bills were also introaquced in the Sen- 
ate to compel innkeepers to furnish 
sheets nine feet long to their guests, anc 
xing the rates for pnerths in sleeping 
cars at $1 for upper and $1.50 for lowers. 


KNEE JOINT OF DEAD MAN IS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Using the 
knee of a dead man, George A. Kelley,

None Knew’ That the Big 
Deal to Get 386 Lots in 
Muskogee Was On. 





BOOGHER TELLS PLAN 





Governor Haskell’s Company 
Made Transfers After the 
Lots Were Awarded. 





«The names of 16 St. Louisans were used 
in the entering of lots in the towns of 
Muskogee and Okmulgee in Oklahoma, 
which were later transferred to a com- 
pany organized by Gen. Pleasant Porter, 
of the Creek Nation, Gov. C.. N. 
Haskell of Oklahoma, Clarence Turner, 
W. R. Eaton and Charles Duffy, a 
transaction which a Federal Grand Jury 
in Muskogee is now investigating on the 
theory that the company was formed 
as a part of a conspiracy to defraud 
the Government. 

James Avery Webb, a St. Louis attor- 
ney, and a brother-in-law of former 
Gov. Folk, and John C. Wilkinson, once 
president of the Missouri Trust Com- 
pany, have been called by the Grand 
Jury to be questioned about names they 
are said to have obtained. 

Webb in Muskogee. 
Wilkinson has been before the 
grand jury, while Mr. Webb is now in 
Muskogee for that purpose. Mr. Wil- 
kinson, who is now in Warrensburg. 
Mo., on business, said to a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch, over the long-dis- 
tance telephone, that he had no state- 
ment to make regarding -the~-Muskogee 
land matters, and that he did not intend 
to discuss the case. 

None of the St. Louisans were aware 
at the times their names were used 
what was being done, it is said. Twelve 
of the 16 are: Howard Boogher, presi- 
dent of the Boogher, Force & Goodbar 
Hat Co.; William T. Wilkinson, Marga- 
ret E. Wiikinson, James C. Wilkinson, 
Dr. Fayette Ewing, Minerva Webb, V. J. 
Webb, Stanley D. Pearce, J. G. MceCon- 
key, William F. Scott, M. C. Webb and 
John C. Wilkinson. 

Dispatches from Muskogee say there 
is no question of forgery before the 
grand jury, but that there has been evi- 
dence of the forgery of names of sev- 
eral men from Nashville, Tenn. Se far 
as is known there has been no charge 
of forgery in connection with the St. 
Louisans. ° 

Howard Boogher recently returned 
from Muskogee, where he testified be- 
fore the grand jury. To a reperter of 
the Post-Dispatch Mr. Beogher said: 

“At the time the two townsites were 
laid out they embraced farms owned by 
a number of persons who had improved 
them. Some had erected buildings. It 
Was the idea of the ag haere offi- 
cials that these persons Sliould not lose 
all their improvements, and it was ar- 
ranged tnat they shoul’ be permitted to 
enter lets in the towns at ene-half the 
assessed valuation, while persons who 
had not settled on that land were com- 
pelled to pay the full valuation. There 
was also a law that no company or col- 
lection of persons should. be permitted 
to file on a large number of lots. 


Boogher Already Testified, 


“Gen. Pleasant Porter, Clarence Tur- 
ner of Muskogee and others had settled 
on some of this property. They organ- 
ized a company, which also included 
Gov. Haskell, W. R. Baton and Charles 
Duffy. The plan adopted was to enter 
the lots in the names of many differen: 
people, then to transfer them through 
several parties to a trustee for the com- 
pany. This would place the preperty 
under control of the company. 

“T understand that in all there were 
386 lots so obtained. 

Authorities Knew of Deal. 

‘‘My information, gathered at this late 
day through inquiries in Muskogee, is 
that the townsite commission had fui! 
knowledge of the transactions and how 
it was being done. In fact, there was 
no effort to conceal it, as the transfers 
were made on paper bearing Haskell’s 
name. I am satisfied these men though; 
they had aperfect right to do what they 
did. 

“As far as the use of my name is con- 
cerned, I have no recollection of ever 
giving anybody permission to file on a 
lot for me. It has been a long time 
ago, and I may have done so. I have 
no recollection of ever giving a quit- 
claim deed to my lot, but I may have 
done that. When I was im Muskogee 
I asked the Haskell people to show me 
my signature on a deed, but they did 
not do so. Other persons who had no 
recollection of signing deeds, were shown 
thelr signatures, however, showing the 
matter had passed out of their minds,” 

Dr. Fayette C. Ewing said: 

“At the time this matter was being 
pushed I was living for a short time at 
the home of a friend, at one time a 
banker, whose name I will not give be~ 
cause of my high regard for his family.

The board and lodging of Harry id 
seph, a prisoner for debt in the Belle- 
ville Jail, is being paid for at the rate 
of $1.50 a day by Harry Rosenburg, 
who had him put there. 

They are rival clothing .merchants at 
Lebanon, Ill. Rosenberg sued Joseph 
for $2000, alleging that Joseph slandered 
him and said things about him which 
injured his credit as a.»merchant. 

Before the case went to trial there 
wag an agreement by which Rosenberg 
accepted a judgment of against Jo- 
seph. But he didn’t get the money. 


Refused to Pay Judgment. 
Joseph refused to pay, alleging that 
he did not have any property above the 
value of $400, which was exempt from 


}judgment under the law. 
To make matters worse for Rosenberg? 


the Court decided that as Joseph had 
no seizable assets the costs in the case, 
amounting to $38.30. would have to be 
paid by the plaintiff.

Defendant in Divorce Suit 
Here Declares She Al- 
ready Has Decree.

St. Louis Woman and Maga- 
zine Writer Went to New 
York at Same Time. 





The controversy between two women 
as to which is the legal wife of Brough- 
ton Brandenburg, magazine writer, has 
developed the fact that one of the wom- 
en is the Minnie Leonard Cabanne 
against whom James Shepard Cabanne, 
scion of a noted St. Louis family, has a 
divorce suit pending in the Circuit Court 


here. 
It is now known to the Comacios fam- 


ily that Mrs. Cabanne left St. Louis 
in company with Brandenburg, but her 
St. Louis husband, who has just re- 
turned from an out-of-town trip, has 
not yet been informed that Mrs. Caban- 


ne now says that she obtained a di- 
vorce from him and married Branden- 
burg. 

In a letter to a St. Louis attorney 
Mrs. Cabanne, now styling herself Mrs. 
Brandenburg, says that she obtained a 
divorce in British Honduras and mar- 
ried Brandenburg there. On this in- 
formation Cabanne’s divorce papers 
were served on her as “Mrs. Branden- 


burg.”’ 
Writer Has Disappeared. 

Brardenburg and the St. Louis woman 
who says she is his legal wife have 
been living at 62 West Ninth street, 
New York. 

Brandenburg, under a charge of lar- 
ceny in connection with his acceptance 
of payment for an article purporting to 
be by Former President Clevelapd, has 
disappeared, ‘jumping his bond. 

In explanation of his action, the Mrs. 
Brandenburg at the West Ninth street 
house issued a statement that his rea- 
son for Reappearing was that he had 
no money. 

Having seen this statement, Mrs. Va- 
line Brandenburg came forward. with 
the statement that she was the lawful 
wife of the writer and that he had nev- 
er obtained a divorce from her. 

Mrs. Minnie Leonard Cabanne-Bran- 
denburg denied the claim of Mrs. Valine 
Brandenburg and told of her divorce 
from Cabanne and her marriage to 
Brandenburg. : 

Wome2n Refuses to Give Details. 

A dispatch from New York says: 

“‘Mr. Brandenburg and I are mar- 
ried,’ said Mrs. Minnie Leonard Cab- 
anne Brandenburg, apparently oblivious 
of the fact that, despite her explana- 
tion, she was adding the charge of 
bigamy to the others of which Brand- 
enburg has been accused. 

‘**We were married in another coun- 
try and our marriage was legal there. 


No, I shall not tell in what country it 


was. And, inasmuch as his marriage to 
this woman who denies my right to his 
name was not legal and binding on Mr. 
Brandenburg, and inasmuch as I ob- 
tained a divorce from my husband, I 
am the only Mrs. Brandenburg. 

“‘T shall not tell] either where I ob- 
tained my divorce from “Shep’’ Cab- 
anne. He never heard of it and doesn't 
know it now. But it was a perfectly 
good divorce.’ 

“The self-styled Mrs. Brandenburg is 
the daughter of Simeon Leonard, who 
died suddenly at his home in Eddyville, 
Ky., four years ago, after his once large 
fortune had dwindled to almost nothing. 

“When Brandenburg separated from 
his wife in 1906 he went to St. Louis and 
it is said brought Mrs. Cabanne to New 
York. She had lived here for several 
years with her sister, the wife of Edwir 
Bliss, where Brandenburg met her. 
When he brought her from St. Louis he 
also brought Cabanne’s little son, who 
has only recently been returned to his 
father by Mrs. Cabanne-Brandenburg.”’

Louis Bleriot, one of the most daring 
aviators in France, said he considered 
the prize a worthy stimulus for aero- 
nauts.

Robert Esnault Pelterie is anxious to 
learn all the conditions that will gov- 
ern the contest. This young engineer 
has constructed a monoplane which is 
most interesting of its type,,but he ad- 
mits he would be unable to make the 
distance between New York and Albany 
in a single flight. He believes that the 
victory will go to a dirigible balloon. 
Henry Kapferer, the pilot of the cele- 
brated dirigible the Ville de Paris, was 
at the meeting of the aviation corfimit- 
tee and was one of the most enthusiastic 





in his praise of the prize. There is no 
doubt that he would be a most danger- 
ous competitor for the American entry, 
but the heavy expense of bringing a 
great airship like the Ville de Paris 
to America may prevent him from en- 
tering the contest. 

Nearly every member of the commit- 
tee agreed that it is quite possible for 
the prize to be won on the terms, laid 
down for the race. The hope was freely 
expressed that the offer would be kept 
open indefinitely if the prize is not won

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GOVERNOR VETOES 
BILL TO PROHIBIT 
LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


Tennessee Executive Tells 
Lawmakers They Might as 
Well Legislate Against 
Crops. 








NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. . 3.—Gov. 
Patterson today vetoed the bill pro- 
hibiting the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors in Tennessee after Jan, 1, 1910. 
The veto says: 

“If this Legislature shall destroy all 
the distilleries and breweries, why can- 
not it next forbid the raising or selling 
of the grafns or cultivation of the 
grapes out Jf which liquors are made? 

“Shall this or some future Legisla- 
ture prevent the farmer from raising or 
selling tobacco or the manufacturer 
from placing it on the market? If we 
are thus started, where shall we end? 
It is better not to make the start. 

“I veto this measure: 

“First—Because it ruthlessly deprives 
the State of revenue without any sort 
of corresponding benefit. 

“Second—It discriminates against our 
own people in favor of the people of 
other states. 

“Third—It destroys the property of the 
citizen without compensation. 

“‘Fourth—It makes a dangerous prece- 
dent, humiliates Tennessee and lowers 
the place of dignity she has occupied 
as one of the proudest and most con- 
servative states of the Union. 

“Fifth—It violates the will of the 
people twice expressed at the ballot-box; 
offends against their sense of justice 
and under the pléa of civic righteous- 
ness, sacrifices a great moral principle 
of government at the very altar where 
it should be guarded and defended.”’ 

It is a foregone conclusion that the bill 
will be passed over the Governor's veto.

But how different now.

Is Painfally Injured. 

He fought them off as well as he 
could, but before help reached him he 
was bitten on both legs, the flesh being 
torn horribly. 

He was carried into a bank and a 
doctor summoned, who hastily cauter- 
ized the wounds and hurried him to the 
City Hospital. 

For weeks Gloeckner lay very ill, and 
returned home with the wounds on his 
legs not quite healed. 

His wife regarded him with aston- 
ishment. He was an utterly changed 
man. He shrunk away from her, and 
would not answer her when she spoke to 
him. 

“Tt nearly broke my heart when I saw 
him; he was such a wreck,” said Mrs.

SAYS NERVE. FAILED HIM 


Bridegroom Was to Wreak 
Vengeance on Former 
Mysterious Suitor.

A tangled story of love and the ven- 
detta was revealed Wednesday when in- 
vestigation was begun into the death 
by her own hand of dark-eyed Rosie 
Dangelo, 17 years old. She shot herself 
Tuesday night at her home, 8 Mor- 
gan street, after she had lost a sweet- 
heart, who was afraid, according to his 


own -statement, to carry out an oath of 
revenge against a former’ admirer of 
Rosie.

He 
said that before he became attentive to 
Rosie she was engaged to be married to 
another young man, whose name was 
Sam, but whose last name, he said, he 
could not remember. This engagement 
was broken, Bentenino said, after a 
quarre? with the girl’s father. 

Rosie's father is Joseph Dangelo. Ben- 
tevino said the quarrel was so bitter 
that “Sam” and the father came to 
blows and that either Sam or one of his 
friends fired at the father. 


Gave Father #25. 

After that, Bentevino beoame atten- 
tive to the girl, and he says he paid 
her father $25 when they became en- 
gaged, in accordance with custom. The 
father demanded that he should revenge 
the family on. the former suitor, and 
Bentevino says he promised to do "this. 
But as time went on he lost courage, he 
says, and decided he’d rather give Rosie 
up than undeftake fulfilment of the ven- 
detta. He says he quit calling at the 
Dangelo home several months ago. Last 
Sunday he was married to another girl. 

The investigation into the death was 
taken up at the request of Dr. A. G. 
Herman, who was called after the girl 
shot herself. The bullet entered under 
her right jaw,’ in what the physician 
thought a peculiar position for a self- 
inflicted wound, and he suspected that 
someone else ee shot. The po- 
lice say they ar atisfied that Rosie 
committed suicide. 

Bentevino was released after telling 
his story, but he will be a witness at 
the inquest.

The smaller sisters of Rosie also de- 
nied that they knew Bentevino, but 
the police assert that he was for seme 
time a regular visitor at the Dangelo 
home.

Others 
long for a revief to pent-up feelings, 
but there is a minor chord to be heard 
even in the gayest of them. Something 
should be done te benefit these people. 
That there is a crying need for just 
such an organization as ours is evi- 
dent from the attention in remote parts 
of the country.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—Attor- 
ney-General Major today filed in the 
Supreme Court a suggestion that the 
State be allowed to be represented, 
either in oral arguments or by filing a 
brief, if the Gourt decides to have a 
hearing on the motion filed yesterday 
by the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana. 
The document does not reveal the ex- 
act stand to be taken by the State, but 
it is thought that the Attorney-General] 
will endeavor to have enforced the 
points agreed upon in last night's con- 
ference on the case at the Executive 
Mansion. These points, in brief, are: 

First—that there must be an increase 
in the fines levied against the company 
and its subsidiaries if the Court is dis- 
posed to modify the detree of ouster, 
and, 

Second—There must be some provision 
for effective supervision of the oil busi- 
ness by the State, whether along the 
lines suggested by the companies or 
otherwise. 

Can Only Make Suggestions, 

‘‘We are in this situation,’’ the Attor- 
ney-General said after the conference. 
“The child has been found guilty of a 
serious offense. The parent as repre- 


-}Jsented by the Supreme Court is about 


to administer punishment. It is not up 
to us to enter any plea on behalf of the 
offender. But if the punishing power 
sees fit to hear his plea for clemency 
suggestions by us might then be proper. 
“In an ordinary oase the defendant 
would attack the law and then we would 
have to file briefs and fight it out on 
that ground. In this cage there is only 
an appeal for mercy. Nothing is said 
about the fine because the cOmpany is 
perfectly willing to pay the fine if it can 
escape the more severe punishment. 

“Tt now becomes a question which 
must be dealt with rrom but one stand- 
point and that is the interest of the 
people ef the State. It may be that 
driving the Standard out of Misso 
would interfere with our people getting 
the oi] and in that case it may be bet- 
ter to let a Missouri corporation transact 
the business of selling ofl with thé 
plants and equipment now in use and 
under the supervision of the State. Our 
policy will be to regard the public in- 
terest. The interest of the trust is 
wholly incidental.”

‘who contemplates winning a pennant. 


The St. Louls Browns have five of 


the strongest players in the American League, and there is not a manager 
in the business who would not be delighted to have the same prospects for win- 
ning a championship as has Mr. James McAleer for the season of 1909. 


The five men who form the power of 
the Browns are: George Stone, ‘Bobby 
Wallace, Lou Criger, Rube Waddell and 
Hobe Ferris. That is McAleer’s best 
hand in the big American League game 
that will start on April 4, and if he 
plays it correctly, he will win. It’s a 
hand to play to the limit. Not another 
club tn the League holds a better one. 

Stone is a great batter, base runner 
and fielder. He has one little fault in 
a weak throwing arm, but no player is 
perfect. Stone is a plugger who is giv- 
ing the best he has every day, and, 
though he may not show the most en- 
thusiasm, he is in the game with the 
proper spirit. 
- Bob Wallace is the king of shortstops. 
He is a strong hitter and has brains 
enough for an entire infield. He comes 
as near being a perfect player as any 
‘man in the game. 

Lou Criger is one of those catchers 
who are faultily faultless. He has 





brains, a throwing arm, judgment, and 
all that go to make up the ideal back- 
stop, with the one exception of hitting. 
He's not such a weak sticker that he 
should be barred from the big leagues. 

Rube Waddell needs no comment. He’s 
just Rube, with his wonderful! physique, 
his left arm of steel and his assortment 
of shoots that has made the best bat- 
ters in the world step away from the 
plate in humiliating admiration. Rube 
ls still the best pitcher of them all 
when he’s “right,’’ and he’s right most 
of the time. 

Hobe Ferris should be named as the 
fifth card in the hand, if for no other 
reason than because he’s a fighter. He 
can instill more fight into a team than 
any other three men. But aside from 
that he has a wonderful pair of hands 
that knock down the line hits coming 
toward third base, he throws well and 
quite often breaks up a game with one 
of those long hits to the outfield fence.

Who Ran the Hundred Yard 


Dash in :09 2-5 Thinks Rector Only Real Rival. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Detailed re- 


ports from the Transvaal stamp R. E. 
Walker, the South African runner, as a 


truly marvelous performer in sprint 


races, but they leave a sparkle of doubt 
as to whether or not the winner of the 
110-meter race at the Olympic games 
actually covered the ‘‘100"’ in 92-5s. re- 
cently. 

True, he was timed by five watches, 
which registered 92-5s., but there is a 
difference of opinion as to his start. 
Those at the starting post say he did 
not get away until the pistol was fired, 
but those at the tape and in the press 
stand say it looked to them as though 
he beat the gun. Another thing -which 
will make his record hang in the bal- 
ance is the fact that a slight breeze 
was blowing down the course; very 
slight, and the reports say “not strong 
enough to aid him materially.’’ 

His race, on the whole, was little 
short of phenomenal. He gave all his 
opponents liberal handicaps and won by 
three yards from the second man, who 
had a handicap of 10 yards. ‘his was in 
his heat and was summarized by a 
sporting writer who was on the job 
as follows: 

“One hundred-yard handicap—First 
heat: R. E. Walker (scratch), first; R. 
Robson (10 yards), second; D. A. Stup- 
art (7% yards), third. Time, 9 2-5s. Also 
ran: M. B. Green (9% yards), C. F. 


Haynes (11 yards), J. Hener (14% yards). 
They got away well, Stupart being best 
off, beating the pistol by a yard, whilst 
Walker, if he, too, did, not beat the pis- 
tol holder, got an excellent start; with 
a series of bounds he jumped into his 
stride and overhauled his fleld rapidly. 
Green was passed at 70 yards, and he 
was level with Robson at 80 yards; 
thence, travelling at a terrific pace, he 
dashed through the worsted fully three 
yards ahead of Robson, who beat Stup- 
art by another half yard. The time is 
a South African and world’s record; for 
whatever was the matter with the 
Abergavenny track the Wanderers’ is 
perfectly level.’ 

Walker did not repeat in the final as 
Was generally reported. He got away 
badly and was beaten five yards. The 
winner of the final covered the distance 
in 92-58, but he was in receipt of an 
eight-yard handicap. 

With the report of Walker’s race 
comes one also of a world’s sprinting 
record being swept off the boards by A. 
B. Postle, the famous Australian pro- 
fessional runner. He won a 70-yard 
dash and was timed in 7 1-16s, thus low- 
ering by a tiny fraction of a second the 
mark held by W. A. Schick, the former 
Harvard runner, and Robby Cloughen 
of the Irish-American A. C., who trav- 
eled the distance in 71-5s. Jimmy Rec- 
tor of the University of Virginia is the 
only American whom Walker fears.

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INTERNATIONAL GOOD WILL. 

Discussing the influence of the interchange of 
professors between Germany and America, Prof. 
Kuehnemann of Breslau, exchange professor of 
Harvard, said he was not sure that it would have 
any political effect; the plan was not intended tc 
influence the politics of the countries, but the 
educational methods and ideals. He said that the 
interchange of ideas, the injection of the spirit, 
_ the atmosphere, the thought and ideals of one 
- fation into another, the impréssing of them on 
’ the youth of each, would result in large educa- 
tional benefits. 

‘But the political effect must inevitably follow 
the educational influence. It is impossible to 
make two peoples familiar with each other's 
-ffleals, national spirit, thought and modes of life 
without destroying prejudice and kindling friend- 
| ly sentiment. “Ignorance is the curse of God.’’ It 
is the fertile soil of passion and prejudice. We 
are easily misled into suspicion and animosity 
toward the people we do not know. Civilization 
is the perception and recognition of relations and 
its flower is the complete and perfect perception 
of the relation of brotherhood. The kindling of 
the sense of brotherhood through the growing 
knowledge of the good qualities, the high ideals, 
the literature and the common aspirations of 
other peoples engenders sympathy which is a 
powerful factor in politics. Informed public sen- 
timent eliminates suspicion and hostility. It in- 
gists upon the expression of good will in the 
laws dealing with the interests of neighbor na- 
tions and in our international relations. 

As the press is sometimes, despite its true 
mission, the most powerful fomenter of interna- 
tional distrusts and animosities, perhaps a more

They will demand of the party organ- 
izations that the tickets be good, not only at 
the top, but throughout. 

The party leaders can assure good lesser nom- 
inations by refusing to recognize or support bad 
nominations. They can offer the ward bosses 
the alternative of nominating good men for every 
office or losing the support of the general party 
organization. They can whip the ward bosses 
into line.

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THE STANDARD OIL CO. HUMBLED. 

The petition of the Standard Oil Co. presented 
to the Supreme Court to be allowed to continue 
business in Missouri is a humble confess 
that it is not above the law and that it submis 
to the law just like other less powerful persons; 
natural and corporate, whose pretensions have 
not been so ambitious. 

But it is too soon to pass judgment on the 
merits of the proposal. It may or may not be 
a scheme to ruin: the Waters-Pierce Co. and 
strengthen the hold of the great monopoly on 
the oil business in Missouri. 

The whole significance of the petition for pres- 
ent purposes, is that it is an unqualified acknowl- 
edgment of the right of the State to regulate and 
control the corporation. This is a new thing in 
monopoly policy. Not so long ago the chief of 
the Standard took great pains to show his con- 
tempt for the authority of the State of Missouri 
by vulgarly insulting Attorney-General Hadley, 
and refusing-to answer questions. Now it is an- 
other tune. The vigor of the State authority is 
j awakened and the insolence of the monopoly is 
}turned into a plaintive prayer for mercy. 
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Helen Maloney’s matrimonial tangle having 
been unraveled, Miss Elkins should marry the 
poor young man or the Duke and retire to a 
Longworth obscurity. 
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AN UNUSUAL PRIVILEGE. 

The inauguration of a President of the United 
States is an impressive demonstration of the first 
and finest principle of our form ef national Gov- 
ernment, yet it is a spectacle which very few of 
the many millions who live far from the national 
capital are ever privileged to see. 

Fortunate, indeed, therefore, are the schoo! chil- 
dren of St. Louis and East St. Louis who will go 
to Washington in the first week of March as 
guests of the Post-Dispatch to see Mr. Taft step 
from the ranks of 80,000,000 private citizens to 
take the highest and most important public of- 
fice in the world. Nothing better could be cal- 
culated to arouse ambition in youthful minds or 
stamp upon them a permanent realization of the 
ideals of our institutions.

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IMPROVE THE ELECTION LAW. 

The election law for St. Louis stands in need 
of radical alterations, and it is hoped Gov. Had- 
ley and the Legislature will give the subject all 
the attention it deserves. 

Generally speaking, the leading idea should be 
to liberate the election machinery completely 
from the influence and control of political bosses. 

In pursuance of this idea provision should be 
made for the selection of capable and honest 
election officers in the precincts. Experience has 
shown that many of the judges and clerks are 
ignorant, careless and generally incompetent. 
And some of them are mere creatures of the 
bosses selected with reference to their subserv- 
lence to the machine dictators. Competent men 
can be had, and the Legislature should take 
steps to accomplish this object by legal mean: 
which cannot be circumvented by ingenious poli- 
ticlans. The 2200 ballots rejected by the Legis- 
ldtive joint committee in the Painter-Gmelich 
recount and the blunders found by that body 
prove the need of more intelligent election offi- 
cers, 

The grand jury recently called ,attention to 
the fact that there were about 6000 names on 
the registration books which ought not to be 
there. Under the law the judges and clerks 
are authorized and directed to erase names fraud- 
ulently entered and names of voters who have 
removed from their several precincts. But there 
seems to be no provision to check this work. 
The judges and clerks are practically irrespon- 








st} sible, no authority being designated to call them 


up and make them give an account of them- 
selves and prove the correction of their work. 
True, they are answerable criminally, but In 
most cases the mischief is done, the frauds 
committed and the election results talnted with 





What is needed is some summary process by 
which the books can be purged of fraudulent 
names before election. ~ 

Precincts should contain not more than 300 
or 400 voters. They should be divided where 
they exceed a manageable number. — 

With the experience gained since the enact- 
ment of the Filley law in 1896 the Legislature 
ought to find it easy to frame a law of the 
best quality.
